2* SECURITY SYSTEM - Col. Burke expressed concern over the continuance 
of security violations in the Division.

To cut down on the number of violations, a directive from Col. Burke to all 
Branch Chiefs has been Issued making it a Section Chief's personal responsi- 
bility to enforce security requirements in his office. | |stated 

that, to accomplish this, a check sheet has been prepared and delivered to 
all sections and that it iidll be up to the supervisor to use these sheets 
in the most effective manner. A roster of personnel to make daily after- 


hour checks was recommended as being a most effective method. , 
felt that checks should not be restricted to the male staff members but that 
the fe mal e members of the Division should also obtain practical experience 
in physical security. 

As part of the over-all program, the DPD Security Office will 
conduct after-hour spot checks. 


The question was again raised of the possibility of making the 
entire Division area a secure area. If it appears that this cannot be 
done, thou^t should be given to making the Air Section a secure area. 

The fact that there are a large number of people in this small area creates 
a crowded condition which la turn makes security checks more difficult.
